Report of Superintendent of Schools 


Six schools were maintained during the last year. It was 
thought best to carry on the school on Derry Hill for one more 
year for the benefit of the older scholars of that district. Some 
change of teachers was necessary, but the same teachers were 
retained throughout the year in Grout Hill and South Acworth, 
Tracy Division being the only one that had three different 
teachers. | 

Public opinion seems to favor keeping the same teacher for 
several terms. We have only words of praise for the teachers. 
Excellent work was done in all the schools. The teachers have 
all taken much interest in their work and haye been careful of 
wasting material furnished them. 

We hear son all sides disparagement of Acworth schools, 
but the superintendent does not see the need of it. Our scholars 
rank well when they go to high school or academy. No doubt 
there is much room for improvement, but talk it #f, not down. 
Results would be more satisfactory if it were not for poor at- 
tendance. 

Our text books are in fairly good condition and are pro- 
nounced satisfactory by those competent to judge. Several 
copies of Civil Government were purchased, also books on New 
Hampshire Constitution, as we are required to do by law. 

The State Superintendent held an institute in town which 
was of much benefit and encouragement to all. . 

In regard to repairs, we would say that with the amount of 
money available it is impossible to keep all the school houses in 
best repair. They are apt to get shabby while awaiting their 
turn. Fifty dollars should be raised each year besides the per 
cent allowed. The Tracy schoolhouse was painted inside and 
out and the seats varnished. A new stove was purchased for 
South Acworth, and several small repairs made in the different 
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school houses. Four new flags were purchased last year, but 
we were specially entreated not to fly frayed and torn flags. 

The Superintendent especially desires a longer school year. 
We had twenty-six weeks last year. We ought to have at least 
thirty. Money is fundamental in having good schools. «+ The 
country child is entitled to every whit as good an educational 
opportunity as that now enjoyed by the most favored city child 
attending an American public school.”
